kTbe Apportionment. 


The new Apportionment bill adopted 


by our Legislature seems as fair and un- 
objectionable as was to ba expected from 
a measure sure to affect the itatus of both 
political parties in different sections. The 
Philadelphia Bulletin takes the following 
viow of its effect: 


"It givei the Eepublioins a majority of 


one in the Senate, with, the additional 
good ohanoe for the First Senatorial Dis- 
trict, which is really Republican, and waa 
only carried by the Democrats at the last 
election under circumstances not likely to 
recur. This District remains exactly as 
fore, although the newspaper reports con- 
veyed tho impression that some changes 
had been made in it, in favor of the Dem- 
ocrats, la the House, tho bill gives the 
Republicans a majority of six on Geary's 
last vote, or eight on tho voto of last Octo- 
ber. 
It also opens up a fair chancy of 


carrying Franklin county, which is now 
detached from the dead weight of Adams 
county. 


Taking the bill in all its appectp, it is a 


very satisfactory one, aud it rests entirely 
with tho Republican party if its operations 
make any sensible diminution of the prac- 
tical Republican ascendancy in. the State. 
If tiiat party chooses to throw away its 
strength upon bod nomin.itlous or bad 
measures, it is its own fault, aud cannot 
fairly bo charged upon tho apportion- 
ment."
